Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Hickman 2,394,856. 

Hickman shows a strap which may consist of two layers 
of material such as leather sewn together over 
substantially the entire length of the strap (column 2, 
lines 8-24) . Leather would generally be considered a soft, 
padded, non-stretchable material, so one layer could be 
considered a padded layer, and the other layer could be 
considered a non-stretchable layer. Although Hickman does 
not disclose that the strap could be used in combination 
with a bow string release, it includes all structure 
claimed and could be used for this purpose with no 
structural change.
